Howser to film ‘California’s 
Gold’ at Wistaria Fete Mar. 29 


Huell Howser, noted producer/reporter/host of 
a variety of television and radio programs, will visit 
Sierra Madre at the Wistaria Fete on Sunday, Mar. 
29 to film “California’s Gold” which is seen monthly 
on PBS stations throughout California. He will also 
view the famed wistaria vine located at Carter and 
Hermosa, on the property owned by the Joe Feeneys 
and the Robert Solts. 

Howser, who has been in Sierra Madre to film 
the vine and also to interview the E. Waldo Ward pre¬ 
serves factory, aired his “Videolog” of the vine be¬ 
fore last year’s fete. Sierra Madre attributes much 
of the success of the 1991 fete to Howser for letting 
the world know about Sierra Madre’s one-day open 
house of the wistaria vine, which appears in the Guin¬ 
ness Book of Records as the largest blooming plant 
in the world. “Videolog” is another award-winning 
television series done by Howser. 

Howser promised The News that he would air 
the “Videolog,” with updated information again this 
year, and would also talk about the fete on the Ken 
and Barkley K ABC talk radio “one or two weeks be¬ 
fore the fete.” 

“You will be one of the three towns I feature on

or June this year. I’ll bring my cameraman the day 
of the fete and we’ll do a show that day (on Mar. 29),” 
Howser said. 

“Do you people really want me there again this 
year?,” he joked. “Didn’t you have enough people 
there last year?” The News assured the attractive and 
charming star that he would be most welcome in the 
town of Sierra Madre any day of the year. 

The “California’s Gold” program which Howser 
plans to film in Sierra Madre on Mar. 29 during the 
Wistaria Fete is the only program broadcast through¬ 
out the state that covers California’s rich history, 
cultural diversity and natural wonders on a regular 
basis. Each program provides a look at the people, 
places and treasures to be found in California. 

In recognition of the educational value and over¬ 
all quality of the program, “California’s Gold” has 
received endorsements by the California Teachers 
Association, California Library Association and the 
California School Boards Association. 

The show is a 10-year venture that will consist 
of 120 programs documenting what life was like in 
California during the last decade of the 20th century. 

Howser’s philosophy of life is reflected in the 
stories he reports. 


“1 like my stories to reveal the wonders of the 
human spirit. ‘California’s Gold’ stories set out to 
reveal the richness of life in California, including its 
history, people, culture and natural wonders,” How¬ 
ser explains. 

He has won awards for his “Videolog” which airs 
on KCET-TV Los Angeles. He also wrote, produced, 
filmed and hosted the critically-acclaimed program, 
“Hello Moscow,” which aired on PBS stations na¬ 
tionwide in 1990. 

He began his television career in his native Ten¬ 
nessee after receiving his BA degree from the Univer¬ 
sity there and serving on the staff of Senator Howard 
Baker. His work on television has carried him through 
travels worldwide, from Egypt, Israel and Europe to 
the Soviet Union, where he accompanied a State De¬ 
partment cultural exchange program. 

Howser later joined WCBS-TV in New York City 
before coming to Los Angeles in 1981 to work as a 
reporter for KCBS-TV. He joined public television 
station KCET/Los Angeles in 1987 to produce “Video¬ 
log,” a series nominated for an Emmy Award. 

He is a frequent speaker to civic and student 
groups and is also active in many charitable, civic and 
social groups in Southern and Central California.

Chief Tracy, a lO'/i-year resident of Sierra 
Madre, is a 23-year veteran of the volunteer fire 
service, having previously served as a captain with the 
Valley Stream New York Fire Department. Chief 
Tracy is employed as the executive director of Con¬ 
tingency Planning for Paramount Pictures Corpora¬ 
tion. 

Michael Bamberger, also known as “Father 
Mike,” is the pastor of the Church of the Ascension 
in Sierra Madre and has been a member of the Sierra 
Madre Volunteer Fire Department since May 1989. 
Father Bamberger also serves as the department’s 
chaplain. 

The following other Fire Department officers 
were appointed at the Feb. 7 meeting: Tony Lerner, 
first assistant chief; Roger Lowe, second assistant 
chief; and, Robert Spears, third assistant chief. 

Chief Tracy announced that the line officers 


for the upcoming year will be William Schlote, Steve 
Bickel and Bob Burnett as crew captains, a Captain 
II rank; with Steve Smith, Michael Delgattoand Ray 
Smith all serving with a Captain I rank which was 
previously a Lieutenant’s position. Larry Fierro was 
appointed to a third term as the department’s train¬ 
ing officer. 

Two years ago the members of the Sierra Madre 
Volunteer Fire Department agreed to form a formal 
Volunteer Firefighter’s Association to coordinate and 
administer the social and charitable functions the 
membership provides to the community. An up¬ 
coming story will profile the activities of the Volun¬ 
teer Firefighter’s Association and its Board of 
Directors.

It is also rec¬ 
ommended for those with chronic illness such 
as lung disease, heart disease, diabetes, certain 
kidney or liver problems, alcoholism or sickle 
cell anemia.

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Spring showers 
bring hazardous 
road conditions 

Spring showers may bring flowers, 
but they also bring hazardous road con¬ 
ditions for the unassuming and unpre¬ 
pared motorist. Joseph M. Kaplan, pres¬ 
ident, Greater Los Angeles Chapter Na¬ 
tional Safety Council, has these sugges¬ 
tions for springtime driving: 

- Be sure your windshield wiper blades 
are in good condition. Check the depth 
of your tire treads by inserting a Lincoln 
penny head-frist into one of the tire 
grooves. If the top of Lincoln’s head 
shows, the grooves are not deep enough 
for proper traction. 

- Slow down whenever rain begins 
to fall. Even a small amount of water 
can mix with oil and grease on the road 
to create slippery conditions. 

- Turn on your headlights to help 
pedestrians and other drivers see you. 

- Turn on your defroster to keep the 
inside of your windshield clear of moisture. 

- Allow extra following distance - 
a car needs two to 10 times more distance 
to stop on a wet road than on dry 
pavement. 

- Beware of wet leaves that can be 
as slippery as ice. 

- Avoid driving through large pud¬ 
dles - the splashing water may affect your 
brakes and impair an oncoming driver’s 
vision. 

- If you must drive through a large 
amount of water on the road, place your 
left foot lightly on the brake pedal while 
you press your right foot on the accelera¬ 
tor. This will help keep water away 
from your brake linings. Once the car 
is clear of the water, test your brakes 
with light pressure. 

- If your car begins to hydroplane, 
ease up on the gas and be ready to cor¬ 
rect for skids that may follow. Do not 
brake suddenly. If a skid happens, steer 
gently in the direction you want the car 
to go. Don’t use the brakes. 

- Keep an eye out for pedestrians, 
who may be less alert in the rain.

Supports choice 
in education 

Your article in the Feb. 
II issue, discussing the 
Parental Choice Educa¬ 
tion Initiative, offers a ray 
of hope in the otherwise 
dismal scene of public ed¬ 
ucation. The Choice In¬ 
itiative, if qualified by 
signature and adopted by 
a vote of the people, could 
finally restore accounta¬ 
bility to a system that 
now seems beyond any¬ 
one’s control. 

During the past decade, 
spending for public edu¬ 
cation has skyrocketed 
in California. Teacher 
salaries are way up. So 
is spending for programs 
like adult education, high 
school counseling, special 
education, desegregation, 
bilingual education, and 
child development. 

But what do we have to 
show for all this spend¬ 
ing? Not much. Take,

as just one example, bi¬ 
lingual education. Be¬ 
tween 1979 and 1991, the 
amount spent annually 
for Bilingual Teacher 
Training and Economic 
Impact Aid, the other bi¬ 
lingual assistance program, 
almost doubled. Expendi¬ 
tures over the whole period 
totalled more than $2.3 
billion. According to one 
measurement of fluency 
in English, the SAT verbal 
exam, Mexican Americans 
in California scored the 
same in 1991 as they did

Carrot Top revisited..

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Increased fines, water rates and 
amendments on last week’s agenda 


At last week’s Sierra Madre City Council meet¬ 
ing, council members introduced Ordinance 108, 
amending penalty sections of the Municipal Code, 
for the first time by title only and that item will be 
back on the Feb. 25 agenda for possible adoption. 

In 1991, the City Council authorized the recodi¬ 
fication of the Municipal Code and obtained pro¬ 
fessionals to provide legal analysis, therefore to pro¬ 
vide for recommendations for revision. As could be 
expected of an 85-year-old Municipal Code, there 
were numerous sections that require revision. 

One of the clean-up ordinances is No. 1082 
which increases the amount of fines, penalties and 
forfeitures of up to $1000 and/or six months impris¬ 
onment for violations of ordinances. This would be 
the maximum allowed by law. Penalties increased 
are the following: 1100, violations of a misdemeanor; 
2429, obstruction of emergency response personnel; 
3408 (b), conducting of bingo games in violation of 
City Code; 4001, violation of the Health Code; 
4106 (a), violation of the Fire Code; 5110, violation

of Unlawful Conduct Chapter of the City Code; 
7101, violation of Uniform Building Code Chapter 
of the City Code; 7201, violation of Electrical and 
Wiring Code Chapter of the City Code; 7701, viola¬ 
tion of Uniform Mechanical Code Chapter of the 
City Code; and 7801, violation of Uniform Housing 
Code Chapter of the City Code. 

Scheduled for next week’s City Council meeting 
is the Energy Pumping Charge possibility which was 
scratched from last week’s agenda because it had not 
been placed on the agenda. A.B. 2673 limits the 
placement of items on the agenda for action 72 hours 
prior to meetings, except for specific findings, and 
the council may not take action on items that are not 
listed on the agenda. 

The council is examining the possibility of rais¬ 
ing the water rates because of the increase in energy 
pumping charges. The adjustment would be 34 cents 
or an increase of 9 cents. That would increase the 
water rate to 78 cents per 100 cubic feet. The increase 
applies only to the water used and does not increase

the basic service charge. 

City parking prices will be raised by $5 which 
will amount to $15 for the following infractions: park¬ 
ing on 3 percent grade, wheels not turned to curb, 
parking in green zone, parking overtime in 2 hour 
zone, must park within diagonal markings, no park¬ 
ing anytime, overnight parking, parking in city lot, 
48 hrs/wt. limit. 

Those that will go up to $20 are parking in red 
zone and parking on private property. 

Those persons who leave their keys in the vehicle 
will be fined $25. 

Under the California vehicle code, the following 
infractions will be used: parking in crosswalk and in 
sidewalk, $33; curb parking over 18 in. from curb, 
$28; parking by fire hydrant, $35; parking in handi¬ 
capped zone, $131, and disobedience to signs, $15. 

In almost all cases, these citations are lower than 
in Arcadia, San Marino, Pasadena, Monrovia and 
Glendale. 


Choice Initiative 


California Federation of Teachers is against the 
voucher choice initiative currently being circulated 
among California voters. One of those persons cir¬ 
culating the petition in Sierra Madre is Rob Tribken 
who was featured in last week’s edition as the first 
part of a series on the Parental Choice School Initia¬ 
tive that will appear on the November 1992 ballot. 
Currently, petition circulators are hoping to gather 
1 million signatures by Apr. 15, 1992 so that the ini¬ 
tiative may be placed on the November ballot. 

The California Federation of Teachers (AFT- 
AFL-CIO) says that the voucher system does nothing 
to improve school quality but is a means of giving 
money to people already sending their children to pri¬ 
vate schools. 

Tribken says the initiative “will in all likelihood 
increase the funds available per public school stu¬ 
dent. It should also result in more of the available 
funds being spent in the classroom, as schools respond 
to pressure from the parents.” 

The AFT also states that promotion of private 


schools “will further erode the common values and 
principles that hold America together as a nation; our 
schools are the unifying source of community that 
make it possible for young people of differing eco¬ 
nomic, cultural and family backgrounds to work and 
grow together, and to perpetuate American traditions 
and culture.” 

To a charge that nothing in the measure prohibits 
private schools from discriminating, based on gender, 
religious beliefs, physical or mental handicaps or 
academic abilities, Tribken answers, “The initiative 
reads ‘No school which discriminates on the basis of 
race, ethnicity, color or national origin, religion, or 
gender...’.” 

The AFT believes that “a proliferation of pri¬ 
vate schools will result in either a bigger, costlier 
bureaucracy to monitor their performance or an 
open season for corruption and profiteering*” the 
Sierra Madrean answers, “The initiative includes 
provisions designed to prevent the State education 
bureaucracy from stifling the private schools. 


“It reads, ‘Private schools, regardless of size, 
shall be accorded maximum flexibility to educate 
their students and shall be free from unnecessary, 
burdensome, or onerous regulation.’ In other words, 
it will be the parents, and not the bureaucrats, who 
set the standards. The initiative does, nevertheless, 
authorize statewide testing of schools based on 
national academic standards.” 

He continues, “I have to believe that anyone 
who has been involved with the Pasadena Unified 
School District will find ludicrous the notion that 
compulsory public schools now do an adequate job 
of setting and enforcing standards. If the initiative 
passes, parents will have the authority to either force 
their public school to adopt and enforce proper 
standards, or to select a private school that does so 
to their satisfaction.”

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Russell co-authors Cairo - the place to negotiate prices 


legislation to prevent 
public pension abuse 


Noting the growing con¬ 
cern by state auditors 
over alleged pension abases 
in California cities, Sena¬ 
tor Newton R. Russell 
(R-Glendale), former 
Chairman of the Senate 
PE&R Committee, has 
co-authored Assembly 
Bill 2331. 

The bill by Assembly- 
man Dave Elder, chair¬ 
man of the Assembly 
PE&R Committee, would 
slap felony criminal charges 
on any workers who man¬ 
ipulate benefits in order 
to receive excessive pay 
raises to boost their re¬ 
tirement pay. They found 
that officials throughout 
the state have spiked their 
pensions by calculating 
their final compensation 
figures to include such 
things as unused sick leave. 


vacation and car expenses. 
This has resulted in some 
high-ranking retired public 
employees getting pen¬ 
sions that actually paid 
them more in retirement 
than they made while em¬ 
ployed. 

The bill would also pro¬ 
vide clear definitions about 
what is and what is not 
allowed in computing pay. 
And, it will extend the 
statute of limitations on 
pension fraud to 10 years. 

“Violations of PERS 
guidelines appear to be 
widespread. It is uncon¬ 
scionable that people 
would rip off taxpayers 
by manipulating pension 
benefits. I am delighted 
to co-author this legisla¬ 
tion in the belief that it 
will prohibit and prevent 
this type of fraud,” de¬ 
clared Russell. 


“One Dollah, one dol- 
lah!” Our memory of 
Egypt will always be etched 
with this cry which greeted 
us as a raucous welcome 
and rowdy farewell. 

As we made our way 
from our ship at Port Said 
over a rickety walkway 
of planks set on drums 
bobbing up and down in 
the water, we were cap¬ 
tive to the peddlers who 
attacked us in swarms. 

Everything was “One 
dollah!” and finally one 
wag among us grasped 
his wife’s hand and held 
it in th-. air crying, “One 
dollah here. Only one 
dollah.” 

As our tour bus headed 
for Cairo we passed the 
Suez Canal, green wadi 
fields and then huge sand 
dunes with the great sprawl 
of Cairo beyond. 

On the outskirts of 
Cairo is another city. The 
City of the Dead. Built 


by the Mamaluks in the 
17th and 18th centuries, 
it is a vast city in itself. 
Mile upon mile of tombs, 
house-like mausoleums, 
with endless empty streets 
between them, and no¬ 
where a living person. We 
were told that refugees 
had occupied some of the 
tombs after the war with 
Israel, but the dead drove 
them away. With the dire 
poverty we saw everywhere, 
the spirits of the dead 
must be fierce indeed to 
keep the homeless from 
taking shelter there. 

Cairo itself is like one 
immense disturbed ant¬ 
hill, jammed from one 
end to the other with a 
frantic melee of pedestri¬ 
ans, buses, cars, bicycles, 
carts, wagons, dogs, cam¬ 
els and donkeys, all scream¬ 
ing at each other with no 
regard for organization 
or order. We had to con¬ 
clude that Allah was watch¬ 


ing over his own since we 
saw not a single mishap 
and, eventually reached 
our own destination, physi¬ 
cally, if not spiritually in¬ 
tact. 

Readers who saw the 
Tut Ankhamon exhibit 
in Los Angeles will want 
to skip Cairo’s museum: 
tattered, dimly lit and ar¬ 
ranged to guarantee the 
maximum of confusion 
and minimum of viewing. 
As a colorful example of 
mob action, it is fascinat¬ 
ing. As a museum, it is a 
disaster. 

The stellar attraction 
was one slung above our 
heads as we inched up the 
cracked and broken mar¬ 
ble staircase: two Egyptian 
workmen, teetering on a 
plank, suspended from 
the ceiling by hand-knotted 
ropes. Their object was 
the painting of the columns 
on either side of the stair¬ 
case, both out of reach 


from the ends of the plank. 
Swinging back and forth, 
each would take a swipe 
as his end approached his 
column, liberally splatter¬ 
ing the visitors beneath. 

Construction methods 
for new buildings through¬ 
out Cairo were a night¬ 
mare and we could only 
conclude that Allah, again, 
was holding them up. 

Having managed to es¬ 
cape the museum and the 
center of the city, we 
stopped at a papyrus fac¬ 
tory where we watched 
as workers pounded the 
leaves into pulp and 
fashioned paper in the an¬ 
cient way, 

Our destination now 
was the great Giza pyra¬ 
mids and the Sphynx. Our 
adventures there will have 
to await another travel 
tale.

These are just some 
of the events that will be the fond everlasting 
memories that these children will take into adult¬ 
hood and one day when they’re grown, they will 
say, “Wasn’t that all so very wonderful?

First of all, I’d like to thank all of you for 
this great honor. I’ve always wanted to be in¬ 
volved in the community, purely for the satisfac¬ 
tion of it, but I would have never thought that 
it would lead to something like this. I always 
thought that this honor was awarded to “those 
other people in town” that were involved in 
community projects for many more years than 
I and involved in a greater number of different 
capacities. 

I moved to Sierra Madre when I was 22, 
some 19 years ago, and was really taken by this 
town and the way that the general citizens just 
pull together and do whatever needs to be done 
to keep the community spirit alive and thriving. 

As the years went by, I wanted to get in¬ 
volved, but really didn’t know how to go about 
it. I just pretty well figured that all of the com¬ 
munity functions were pretty well “under con¬ 
trol” and they just didn’t need any more help. 
I was wrong. I just didn’t quite yet know it. 

It wasn’t until 1987 that the need arose for 
a committee to be formed to take over the re¬ 
sponsibility of the Fourth of July Parade and 
the other related activities at Memorial Park 
both the night before the parade and immediate¬ 
ly following it. That’s when I found the per¬ 
fect chance to get involved. I had always loved 
the parade, so what better time than this to jump 
in? 

It really can be quite a struggle pulling all 
these activities together every year, but it’s 
really worth it because of the people that are in¬ 
volved. The people involved in the Fourth of 
July Committee are not only hard workers, but 
more than that have turned into dear friends. 
Other people in the community make it worth¬ 
while also. A friendly “Hello” from a stranger 
at Howies, saying how much they had enjoyed 
participating in the parade or just watching it. 
A nod and a “thumbs-up” gesture from a pass¬ 
ing car while I’m walking down the sidewalk. 
Now that’s a tremendous feeling! I can honest¬ 
ly say that most of the close friends that I have 
in this town, I have met in one way or another 
through my participation in some sort of Sierra 
Madre function. 

The spirit that lives in this town lives in all 
of us. It is a good time for me to participate in 
this city’s different activities. Most people in 
town do indeed have this spirit. But, they are 
busy with their work, their families, and their 
lives where they just don’t have the time to “get 
involved” or possibly that, like I was, don’t 
really know how to get involved. 

It is the responsibility of what I refer to as 
the “one percenters” to take care of the communi¬ 
ty’s different activities. In a town of about 
10,000 people, there are really only about 100 
who really put their hearts into getting involved. 
That’s why I call the active participants in town 
the “one percenters.” 

When you read the Sierra Madre News, you 
notice different activities in progress all year 
long. You pretty much also always see the same 
faces and names. It’s not just a coincidence. 


In my profession, I travel around to differ¬ 
ent areas of greater Los Angeles. It’s not the 
1950s out there anymore. Gang activity, drive- 
by shootings, etc., etc. It’s all out there and 
bringing this up is to just further emphasize how 
very important it is to not only keep Sierra 
Madre the charming place that it is, but to also 
improve upon what we already have been blessed 
with in this town. 

I work out of my office in Glendale and do 
photography throughout the L.A. area and the 
more I see out there the more I realize that I 
will do whatever is necessary to keep this town 
on track when it comes to being a decent, safe 
and a clean place to live. The big bad outside 


world is steadily approaching our boundaries, 
and it’s time to gather together to maintain our 
unique lifestyle. I’m not saying that we should 
divorce ourselves from the outside world and its 
problems...we are also responsible to help as 
best we can to remedy these problems. But, 
here in Sierra Madre we must maintain this 
special place for ourselves, our families, our 
neighbors, and all those friends out there that 
you just haven’t met yet. 

The children growing up here will always 
remember what a wonderful place this was to 
grow up in. The schools, both private and pub¬ 
lic, the Easter Egg Hunt, the Fourth of July Pa¬ 
rade, the Halloween costume contest, Huck Finn 


Jan Reed • She doesn’t just run the newspaper, 
she puts her whole heart into it. Can you 
imagine this town without the newspaper? 
I sure couldn’t. 

The late Jan Maddox - No one loved this town 
like Jan. You may not always have agreed 
with her, but for some irritating reason she 
always ended up being right all along. 1 will 
miss her determination. She was the epitome 
of the Sierra Madre spirit. 

Judy Webb-Martin • Judy has been involved 
with more things in this town than I can 
possibly mention. 

Hank Landsberg - Rose Float Association, 
Telarts, Fourth of July Committee, Presi¬ 
dent of the Kiwanis, etc., etc. 

Fire Chief Ed Tracy • Not interested in fan¬ 
fares, just interested in maintaining the top 
performance of a truly phenomenal all¬ 
volunteer fire department. 

Ed Wellman, Roy Buchan, Clem Bartolai • 
and anyone that has ever been a city eoun- 
cilperson or for that matter anyone who has 
ever had the guts to run for council.

The St. Paul United 
Methodist Church in Re¬ 
dondo Beach has a pro¬ 
gram called “AIDS Heart¬ 
line.” The need for such 
a program became ap¬ 
parent when a gay couple 
who had joined the church 
let it be known that they 
both had AIDS. For some 
church members it was a 
big adjustment to make, 
but those men were part 
of their church family. 
When you are part of a 
functional family, you 
help - it’s as simple as 
that. 

One of those two church 
members has passed away, 
yet the church has been 
mobilized to provide a 
wide and varied menu of 
caring services to those 
who have AIDS. Coun¬ 
seling, support groups, 
free use of home medical 
equipment, help with food, 
clothing and housing ex¬ 
penses, and prayers for 
healing are among the 
other items on the menu. 

When people are united 
in the family of Christ, 
which is the church at its 
very best, it is possible for 
us “to skate love” - the 
compassionate love of 
Jesus Christ. “For God 
so loved the world that 
He gave His only Son, 
that whoever believes in 
Him should not perish 
but have eternal life.” 
(John 3:16)

Hill discusses budget, 
welfare, workers’ comp 


Workers compensation 
reform, the state budget 
shortfall and welfare con¬ 
trol were some of the is¬ 
sues addressed by Senator 
Frank Hill, who is the new 
State Senator represent¬ 
ing Arcadia because of 
reapportionment, when 
he spoke to a group of 
local residents during a 
gathering at the Embassy 
Suites on Friday morning. 

Regarding the $14 bil¬ 
lion budget shortfall, the 
senator pointed out that 
if everybody who receives 
a paycheck from the state 
was fired, there would be 
a savings of just $4 billion. 

Realizing that 90 per¬ 
cent of the state budget 
goes to education and 
welfare and supporting 
guaranteed funding for 
schools, Hill said that the 
need is “to bring welfare 
under control.” Point¬ 
ing out that 40 percent of 
the money spent on wel¬ 
fare in the United States 
is spent in California, he 
said that the state “will 
never have enough mon¬ 
ey” if it doesn’t control 
welfare. 

He advocates requir¬ 
ing able-bodied welfare 
recipients to work four 
hours a day or 20 hours 
a week and paying wel¬ 
fare recipients at the same 


level they received in an¬ 
other state before mov¬ 
ing to California. 

Hill expressed concern 
over the growing Workers’ 
Compensation claims but 
said he wasn’t sure if the 
system could be over¬ 
hauled or should be scut¬ 
tled for a new beginning. 

During a question and 
answer period he talked 
about supporting cuts on 
capital gains, open paren¬ 
tal choice for public schools 
giving priority to residents 
and removal of small 
fender-bender auto acci¬ 
dent cases ($15,000) from 
courts. 


Because of reapportion¬ 
ment, Hill replaces Sen¬ 
ator Newton Russell as 
the representative of an 
area that includes Arca¬ 
dia and Sierra Madre. 

Hill, who at 38 years 
is the youngest senator 
in California, is the vice 
chairman and the only 
Republican on the bud¬ 
get committee. 

He earned a Bachelor’s 
degree at UCLA and an 
M.A. at Pepperdine. Hill 
grew up in Diamond Bar, 
graduating from Rowland 
High School and now has 
on his staff his former 
high school principal.

School groups oppose 
parental choice issue 


Collective opposition 
to the proposed Parental 
Choice Initiative was 
evidenced in a resolution 
supported by the Arcadia 
Council PTA, Arcadia 
Teachers Association, 
Arcadia Pupil Support 
Services Association and 
California School Em¬ 
ployees Association, Chap¬ 
ter 40, and approved by 
the Arcadia Board of Ed¬ 
ucation at its meeting 
last week. 

The Parental Choice 
in Education Amendment, 
whose supporters are 
gathering signatures in 
hopes to qualify for the 
Nov. 1992 ballot, would 
give a scholarship vouch¬ 


er equal to 50 percent of 
what the state spends per 
pupil for education so that 
parents could use that 
voucher in the school of 
their choice, whether it 
be public or private school. 

The resolution in op- 
postion to the amendment 
pointed out that “parental 
involvement in a child’s 
education is an important 
key to success for all 
children and choosing an 
appropriate education for 
ones child in cooperation 
with the public schools 
should be supported by 
the education community.” 

However, the opposi¬ 
tion states that “the pa¬ 
rental choice initiative, 


as proposed, would un¬ 
dermine our free public 
school system and alter 
the State Constitution by 
allowing nonpublic schools 
to receive apportionments 
from the state school bud¬ 
get through a voucher 
system of payment” and 
“tax monies could be 
used to support schools 
promoting the teaching 
of any religion, religious 
theology or any philosophy.” 

The resolution goes on 
to point out that the “En¬ 
actment of this initiative 
would primarily benefit 
parents with children in 
private schools by subsi¬ 
dizing the cost of their 
tuition.”

torney. 

The federal law, Sec¬ 
tion 1705 of Title 18 of 


the United States Crimi¬ 
nal Code, subjects viola¬ 
tors to a fine of up to 
$1000 or up to three years 
imprisonment. State law 
calls for up to one year 
imprisonment, a fine of 
$1000 or both. 

According to law, mail¬ 
box vandalism is not a 
prank, but a crime.
